SJt.O, 1675. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the 8e« 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), the Central Government hereby prohibits with 
effect from the 14th June, 1954, the taking by sea or by land out of India of 
bristles of animal origin obtained from pigs, hogs, and boars and produced in 
India to any other country unless such bristles have been graded in accordance 
with the provisions of the Bristles Grading and Marking Rules, 1964, issued under 
section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (I of 1937), 
and are accompanied by a certificate to that effect from the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India or any person specially empowered by him in 
this behalf.
